$125 per acre...It allows the per- 
son taking out the license to cut 
timber for a period of two years 
from tracts of land of not less than 
one or more than five sections.

A Pian by Which the Scanty Fiew 
of Water Can be Utilized. 

The ditch owners and farmers have 
at last come to a definite understand- 
ing in regard to the gisposition of the 
scanty flow of water, and at a meeting 
yesterday of ditch owners it was ar- 
ranged to have the water turned into 
the river by the upper ditches on al-

three and four thousand inches. 
Under the arrangement the Lake ditch, 
English ditch and the South Side 
ditch will shut down their this 
(Tuesday) eyening at 6 o’clock, and 
let the water go down the river for 
twenty-four hours. Thursday, at 6 
p.m. the Highland and Orr ditches 
will turn the water into the river for 
twenty-four hours, and will be followed 
by the Last Chance and Steamboat 
ditches on Saturday at 6 P. u., and 
will be repeated each week until there 
is more water than at nt. By 
this arrangement, with the aid of the 
water which comes down from the 
lumber camps on alternate days, an 
opportunity will be given the ranchers 
on the Meadows to make their crops.
